1'' A writer in a New York newspaper, evidently appreciating 
the piesent-day fondness for statistics,'has,been telling what 
can be accomplished;by saving.a dime.a clay and keeping the 
money at compound interest. • Jle presents a'.table of inslruc- 
(ive'flgines to make-plain.his contention thatthere are.larger 
possibilities ihan is cpmmdnlytsupposed hr connection with 
saying in a small way. 
He shows that a dime a day-saved 


from the tiiiie of a child's birth and kept at compound interest 
would amqulil to $500 .by the time the'boy or girl was eleven 
years old, $1,000 when the age of 18 was reached,, and at the 
;tge of*2l the holder of the account would ;haye gl,300. The 
writer points out liiat,this,.woiild help to pay the way through 
boarding .school pBcqlle-ge, and also (shows how the habit of 
saving, a dime a day!- would help to procure a house .or stocks 
and bonds,\yhich would be,-a material aid-toward meeting the 
co§'t,of living.

1 This is all true, yet the, fact will-lead few to resort to saving 
in this particular way, which is just as well, provided the im- 
pression of the vakje of saving is retained. Saving a dime a 
day, whether 01 no, would often cause inconvenience, small 
as, is trie siim, and would be-liable to engender a niggardly 
Habit. What is needed is:'a mpr.e^general appreciation of the 
practicability of getting something ahead by 'the accumulation 
of modest savings, and a more general practice of living strict- 
ly within one's means, to the end that something may be laid 
up for the pioveibial rainy day. 


At tne present lime there is a'woeful lack of knowledge of. 


this simple fact, or appreciation of it. People have got into 
the hitbit of spending as they go, and in too many cases faster 
that! they earn the'money, .with-the result that debts accumu- 
hte>and middle age or advanced years are reached with no ade- 
quate provision for their necessities. 
This is one of the most 


glaiing faults of the American people, and it is one that should 
be corrected. 


There.should be a better understanding of the value of true 


economy, which does,'not mean miserliness or the rigid saving 
of a dime or any other given .amount every day. 
It means 


living within one's means and saving what can conveniently 
be saved for use-at;a time when it will surely be needed. 
The 


practice of doing this should be more general. 
The saving 


habit is the correct thing, but it should never be allowed to 
degenerate into a slaving habit.- In saving, as in earning and 
spending, there is a wide field for the exercise of common 
sense.
